Premier Maintains Silence in Ans- 


wer to Questions in the Legis- 
lature Yesterday. 


A brief session of less than half an 
hour of the House yesterday afternoon 
was characterized by proceedings of 
the barest routine, with only one in- 
cident to break the monotony of the 


meeting. 

That was the inquiry of R. B. Ben- 
nett as to the reported resignations 
®f members of the cabinet and the 
premier’s reply that he had nothing 
to say until it was the pleasure of the 
Lieutenant Governor to authorize a 
etatement. 

This incident was reached just as 
the premier rose to move the ad- 
journment of the House after the or- 
ders of the day had been hurriedly 
gone through. 

“Before the motion for adjourn- 
ment is put,” seid Mr. Bennett, “as 
reasonable, intelligent people, we 
ought to take stock of the situation. 
This is now the 2ist day of the ses- 
sion, Three ministers of the crown 
have disappeared from their seats, 
and with regard to the resignations 
of at least two there has been no ex- 
planation from the prime minister. 

All Canada Discussing Crisis. 

“This is an unprecedented state of 
affairs as far as Canada, at least, is 
concerned. The press not alone of 
Alberta but of the whole Dominion, 
is discussing what they term a 
crisis.’ 

“This country doesn’t’ expect its 
representatives to come here and 
become the laughing stock of Canada. 
This is poring it strongly, but it is 
the fact. I don’t want to embarres 
the first minister, I know 
trouble enough, but we all 
duty to our conétituents. 

“We should like to know why the 
press, and even the resigning minis- 
ters themselves, announce their re- 
Signations and the prime minister 
refuses to speak, 

The Changing Conditions. 

“Conditions are changing every 
day. One night there is half a cabi- 
net, the next day there is none, and 
the next there is nothing wrong. 

“I would like to know the real 
situation, My cdnstituents are tele-

The iact is not concealed that this 
device is intended to keep the power 
of the purse in the hands of the House 
of Commons, in readiness for a fresh 
constitutional crisis which is expect 
ed in the month of May, when the 
Lords probably will reject the resolu- | 
tions curtailing their power to veto, 
60 as to bring whout the resignation 
of the government,

months, Mr. Balfour could then take 
office and carry on th egovernment, 
but with the necessity of coming to 
the House of Commons jor a new vote 
on supply he would be defeated,

Infected Wounds Yield to the Diph- 
theria Remedy. 
Philadelphia, March 11—Blood poison- 
ing, hitherto considered an almost invar- 
iably fatal disease, and one whose onset 
is dreaded by every surgon, can be cured 
by diphtheria anti-toxin, according to a 
report toe the Philadelphia medical pro- 

fession by Dr, Edward M, Deacon, 
The discovery of this new and unlook- 


ed for power of diphtheria anti-toxin 
was made accidently. Dr. Deacon had 
under his care @ maternity case. The

Wolhan Was not in robust 
dition, and she developed 
chills and other suspicious 
several days after the birth of her child. 

When the woman’s temperature reach- 
ed 1051-2 with a pulse of 160, accompan- 
ied by stupidness and repeated chills, it 
was seen the case was a most desperate 
one. Dr. Deacon decided to use diph- 
theria anti-toxin, though he had never 
heard of its use before in that kind of a 
case, The first dose was a heroic one of 
5,000 units. This was in the morning, 
and was followed by 4,000 units that 
night. The temperature then fell to 
1041-2, pulse 148, The patient was not 
quite so stupid. 

The next day 10,000 units were again 
injected in two doses, whereupon the 
temperature dell to 104, pulse 140. The 
woman was brighter and took more nour- 
ishment.. After another dose of 16,000 
units the temperature went down to 102, 
pulse 120. A fourth like dose the fol- 
lowing day reduced the temperature to 
1001-2, pulse 100. The next day only 
4,000 units of the anti-toxin was given, 
and the temperature went down to 98.6, 
10. A dese of 5,000 units was giv- 
en the following night. 

Then followed five days of normal teim- 
perature and pulse, during whicch no 
anti-toxin was admintatered. On the 
sixth day the temperature rose to 101 
with a pulse of 110. The anti-toxin ad- 
ministrations weer then resumed; 3,000 
units on the first day, and 9,000 units on 
the third day, The temperature and pulse 
having now become once more almost 
normal, the use of the anti-toxin was 
discontinued, about 70,000 units having 
been used. 

Throughout hes illness the patient was 
kept on a liquid diet of milk, egg nogg 
ad beef tea. While the anti-toxin was 
beigg used, a combination of strychnine, 
glonoin and digitalis was also used very 
persistently.

Corinth, N.Y., March 10.—Nine 
armed strikebreakers brought here by 
the International Paper Company, in 
the express car of a regular passenger 
train, were arrested last night by the 
village police charged with carrying 
concealed weapons, and locked up.

is doing a transportation business and 
that handles its passengers worse than 
the pigs and cattle of lreland, should 
be called to account for the lives being 
sacrificed. 

“The vessel had 1,500 passengers, 180 
first-class, 475 second-class and the re- 
mainder third-class, The third-class pas- 
sengers were forced to sleep in a sort of 
pigeon hole bed the only means that they 
had of getting in was feet first, and when 
in, they could not 6it up straight. When 
a great wave stryck the vessel there were 
two people washed overboard, and the 
reason they were in a position to be 
washed away, was that theré was no 
place else for them, Thirty passengers 
crowded to suffocation the social hall of 
the second-class passengers, and the bal- 
ance had no place to take recreation. 

“It is a disgrace, and is a state © 
affairs that is hard to realize could ex- 
ist. The passengers protested, but noth- 
ing could be done and it was a poor time 
to protest after two lives were sacrificed. 

“The C.P.R. has never made a state. | 
ment that two lives were lost on the way 
over, T suppose they don't want to, but 
it is high time that the government have 
an investigation of this state of affairs > 

Mr. Dawson said that the Liberal Na-

BRITAIN’S BID FOR SUPREMACY. 


Admiralty Airshin Will 
Launched in a Few Weeks. 


Within a few weeks Great Britain’s 
first naval airship will be “launched.” 
The crew, already chosen, six officers 
and men from His Majesty's ship Ver- 
non, are now undergoing a course of 
preliminary instruction. This aerial 
ship is to be utilized in patrolling the 
North Sea, and the strictest secreey 
has hedged about its construction in 
a special shed at the plant of Vickers, 
Sons & Maxim, at Barrow-in-Furness. 

Though the Admiralty has succeeded 
in keeping knowledge of the details of 
construction from beeoming public, 
be 
of 4 far more advanced type than any 
hitherto built. Of ther right type, it 
will be the largest of its kind in the 
world, with the single exception of the 
Zeppelin airship. The engines are ex- 
pected to develop 200 horse power. If 
required, the craft could carry from 
twenty to thirty men, but the limita 
tion of the crew to six, so it is re- 
ported, has been with the object of 
allowing for the carriage of as much 
war material as possible, A special 
feature is said to be the megazine for 
the carrying of explosives for use in 
time of war. 

Built First Submarine. 

The firm which has had charge of 
the construction built the first sub- 
marine for the British navy, and for 
that reason the maximum of confi 
dence as to the success of the new air 
ship has been popularly inspired. The 
eratt: was especially designed — by 
Measrs, Spencer & Sons, of Highgate.

Percival Spencer, who is a firm — be- 
liever in the possibilities of airships 
“as a war factor, ‘naturally is some- 
thing of an experiment.

Bullet Coat Not Sufficient. 
The necessity for something that 
will explode in or near the balloon, 
has lon gbeen recognized. An ordin- 
ary bullet going through the envelope 
would not necessarily bring down 
such a craft. That contingency, too, 
has been provided against in the 
case of some rigid balloons, by having 
the envelope consist of a series of air- 
tight chambers, so that if the gas 
goes escape from one the ship will 
not sink.

MIXED COURTS IN EGYPT. 


The Khedive Signs a Decree for An- 
other Five Years’ Extension. 


Cairo, March 10.—The Khedive has 
just signed a decree extending the 
mixed tribunals for another five years, 
Before the decree could be signed it 
was necessary for the powers interest- 
ed to give their consent. Germany's 
consent was received at almost the 
last moment, In all, there are no 
fewer than fourteen powers represent 
ed in these courts, 

The mixed tribunals have un- 
doubtedly been a gteat boon to Egypt. 
Instituted, as they were, at a time 
when justice was on a very low basis, 
they have set up a high standard ot 
equity. No greater proot of this could 
be wished than that furnished by the 
many instances in which natives have 
elected to carry their differences before 
the Tribunals of Reform, as they are 
often called, instead of belore the na- 
tive courts. 

The mixed courts are quite indepen 
dent of the Egyptian government, al- 
though the judges are appointed by 
the Khedive on the nomination o1 the 
diplomatic agents. They resent in- 
terference by the ministry of justice 
On the other hand, they now’ and 
again interfere themselves in govern 
ment matters, as in the histori  in- 
stance of 1896, when they declared 
that the £500,000 voted by the Caisse 
de la Rette toward the Soudan cam- 
paign was irregular, and insisted on 


that amount being refunded to the 
Caisse. 5 ;

and toreigners, and also all cases in 
which the Egyptian government Is 4 
party. These tour jurisdictions often 
clash, much to the bewildemnent of 
many an experienced local business 
man.

Vancouver, March 1 The estimates 
of the expenditure «. the Province ot 
British Coluinbia for the fiscal year end- 
ing Marek Sist, 1911, were brought down 
by the: Minister of Finance, Hon. W. J. 
Bowser, The total amount asked for ix 
$7,798,257.11,- together with a statutory 
obligation on accov . of the guarantee 
of three sete of re). ay bonds estimated 
fo call for $40,0 lis year, or a sum 
of $7,778,257... ‘Lis aggregate amount 
asked for for the y:ar now drawing to a 
close was $5,655,798.11, so that there is an 
increage in the estimated expenditure of 
the Province fer the coming fiscal year 
of over two million dollars more than 
the current year. 

The supplementary © estimates = are 
slightly larger than those of last year. 
For the current fiseal year there is 
needed $1,281,302.46, and for some odds 
and ends of account for the fiscal year 
of 1908-09 there is required a further sum 
of $79,671.68.

VICTIMS OF PASS DISASTER 


Twenty-four Bodies of Avalanche Vic- 
tims Have Been Rescued. 


Revelstoke, B. C., Mar. 9.—The dead 


from the Rogers’ Pass disaster are 
coming into Revelstoke in small 
groups. Most of the victims are be- 


ing found in a standing position, with 
their faces toward the slide on vari- 
ous levels. Many are in a climbing 
attitude with arms extended. _These 
circumstances seem -to indicate that 
human effort and endurance were 
pitted against the avalanche, the 
sound and sight of which were ob- 
scured in the blinding storm in which 
the victims worked. The dead are 
in the undertaking parlors of R. How- 
son and company, English, Swede, 
French, German and Japanese, all 
peacefully lying.side by side in death. 

The number found up to this after- 
noon is twenty-four, sixteen white 
men and eight Japanese. A commit- 
tee of citizens and the fraternal or- 
ganizations have been formed to look 
after the burial of the men and make 
provision for identification as far as 
possible. A coroner’s jury was sworn 
in yesterday consisting of A. H. 
Allen, foreman, H. C. Morris. H. 
Manning, H. N. Coursier, F. Holton, 
and adjournment was taken till Friday 
next.

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POLICE. MERCILESSL 
CLUBBED THE RIOTERS 


Minions of What is Known as the 
Law in Philadelphia Or- 
derly Mass Meeting of Strikers, 
Leaving Many Unconscious in 
Streets, 


Philadelphia, Pa., Mar. 10.-—A riot 
that lasted for two hours and cov- 
ered three miles of territory was 
brought about this afternoon by Phil- 
adelphia police chiefs. 

Twenty-five thousand strikers and 
strike sympathizers attempted to hold 
an open air mass meeting in the Nat- 
ional league baseball grounds. All 
they wanted to do was to talk and or- 
ganize and pass resolutions in an en- 
closed piece of property, where they 
would not disturb anybody. 

“You mustn’t,”’ said Clay, the diree- 
tor of public safety, and Taylor, the 
superintendent of police. “We will,” 
said the labor unionists, who accord- 
ing to their lawyers, were perfectly 
with’n their rights. 

They assembled at the ball park 
peacably and quietly. They would 
have dispersed in the same fashion, 
most likely, if they had not been ask- 
ed to. But a new form of police war- 
fare was introduced. 

A squad of “brownies,” emergency 
policemen in citizen’s clothing, anu 
with long clubs concealed beneath 
their overcoats, were hurled into the 
background of the crowd with the 
order: 

“Don’t talk with them; club them.” 

And club they surely did. Men, 
women and even children were felled 
with the long sticks. There was 
mercy for no one who got within 
range of the hickories. 

When the first charge of the strong 
armed brownies ‘had spent itself there 
were fourteen unconscious person- 
picked up in the Broad street block 
in front of the ball ground, 

The crowd, panie stricken, did not 
want to fight back. It tried to get 
away from the police, who were 1,500 
strong, but it was so big it could not 
get out of its way. Then it had 0 
fight. Several policemen were seized 
and disarmed. In retaliation, theri 
mates started another charge, whiea 
cut a wide lane through the strug: 
gling mess of people, and left more 
beaten ones in its wake. The regu- 
lars, as well as the “brownies” began 
to club them and a ¢till greater uproar 
followed . 

Broed street for three blocks sout’: 
of the ball. park wasgn solid mass o1' 
shouting, battling citizens and blue 
coats. The latter, though outnumber- 
ed nearly twenty to (one, succeeded 
efter an hour’s hot work in clearing 
the driveway and jamming the crowd 
upon the sidewalk and into the side 
Streets. A volley of shots in the air 
finally turned the tide of battle. Tne 
asphalt, when it was over, was lit- 
tered with hundreds of hats, (women’s 
“s well as men’s), coats, broken um- 
brellas and even shoes. 

As soon as the first hostilities ceas- 
éd shouts of: “Down with the city 
hall,” came from the ranks of the 
strikers, and they moved in that dir- 
ection. The police got word, and al! 
the mounted men available wera sent 
to the city hall. On the way down 
they met a car which was stopped. As 
s00n as the passengers alighted, tho 
motor men was dragged out. An auto 
carrying two policemen next swept py 
and one was hit with a brick. Police 
reinforcements drove the crowd back 


and the fighting continued all tne 
way. 

Police were fighting from behind 
und in front of the mob and the 


crowd rapidly became smeller as lots 
Of 1,009 were cut out and driven away 
by the c.u.bs of the officers. This was 
at Bicaus imi Spriag Garden. streets. 
Those in the wob were ridden down 
by horses, trerped upon, elubbed 
promiscuously, and at last all mede a 
rush for srfety. Six reporters were ar 
rested because they tried to get num 
bers of slugging policemen, Flag 
bearers were knocked down, and tho 
flags dragged away by the policemen, 
Of the 25,000 whien started for th: 
city hell, only 500 arrived. They tried 
ty enter the building but were dis- 
persed by 100 mounted men. The 
strikers have meade more gains; 1,000 
additional non-union men have quit 
the Baldwin Locomoiive Works today 
t+ jom the strikers. The Rapid Tran- 
it stock suffered a slump as the ro 
suit of th, strike, und the stock is 
lapidly going down. 


MEAT PRICES FAVE ADVANCED. 


In the Principal Werld Centres Sait 
Meats Less Than Fresh. 


Washington, March 9—Prices have ad- 
vanced in all the principal consuming 
and producing s¢ctions of the world, ac- 
cording to statistics compiled by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor. 
The report shows the chief meat export- 
ing countries of the world to be Austra- 
lia, New Zealand, Argentina, Canada and 
the United States. The chief meat im- 
porting countries are the United King- 
dom, Germany and to a less degree the 
European countries. 

All meat exporting countries show 
higher prices per pound in their exports 
In recent years than those of a decade 
ago, and all the meat importing coun- 
tries show higher rates in their import 
figures and the current market quota- 
tions. The advance in fresh meat prices 
is less than in salted and preserved 
meats and if nealy all cases the increase 
in beef is less than in pork and mutton. 
The fact that the percentage of advance 
in the price of fresh meats, expecially 
those shipped in the chilled or frozen 
state, has not been so great as the ad- 
vance in salted or preserved is said to 
be due to reductions made in the last 
few years in the cost of chilling or freez- 
ing and transporting meats of this class. 
The advance in mutton is regarded as 
due to the comparatively.slow growth of 
the world’s supply of sheep.

DAN PATCH "HERE IN AUGUST. 


The king of pacing horses will ‘be 
here in August probably during ex- 
hibition week. H. W. Stewart, repre- 
senting the M. W. Savage interests of 
Minneapolis, wae in the city yester- 
day. Mr. Stewart represents the Can- 
adian branch of this firm, who are 
the owners of Dan Patch, the fastest 
pacing jhorse in the world, his time 
for the mile being 1.55, which record 
places him in a class by himself. 

The Savage horse ranch, which con- 
tains 700 acres, is situated 10 miles 
from Minneapolis, and is the home of 
the famous horse. Canadians feel 
proud of this horse as he is a Can 
adian production and at one time was 
owned in Western Ontario. This was 
before he developed the speed that 
noy places him at the top of the pile. 
The Savage people also are the own- 
ers of the horse that holds the second 
world’s record, 1.59 1-2. He is also a 
pacer and was purchased by them two 
wears ago for the sum of $40,000, this 
being the second largest sum ever paid 
for a pacer, the largest being paid by 
these same people for Dan Patch in 
1903, being $60,000. 

The evening that Dan reduced the 
world’s record to 1.55 1-4, Mr. Savage, 
his owner, refused $180,000 for this 
horse. Dan has ceased to be a mark- 
etable commodity and was not for 
sale at any price. Mr. Stewart stated 
that it was the intention of the owner 
of these two horses to take them to 
the coast this coming summer and that 
some time in August thay would be 
brought to Edmonton to give an exhi 
bition. 

The owners of Dan Patch are giving 
the big horse all the opportunity that 
is possible to keep him in trim for 
the coming season's work, and with 
this end in view a ‘half mile covered 
track has been built at Minneapolis 
farm. and is heated by steam to give 
the owners an opportunity to work out 


-| their horses regardless of weather con- 


ditions. 

Dan and (Minor Heir get a workout 
every day on tuis track, and said Mr 
Stewart, ‘when the season opens they 
ave ready for it, and in as wood trim 
as it is possible tg have them.’ 

Mr. Stewart visits this country once 
a year and when asked if the farmers 
were raising better horses, he said, 

“Yes, they are; and we would be safe 
in saying that in the last three wears 
the class of horses that is being raised 
here has improved 6 per cent., and we 
expect that this country will eventu: 
ally produce the best horaes in Am, 
erica.
